Each Soldier Gets New Pair Every 
Two Months at Total Cost of 
Three Million 


OLD 
SHOES WORKED 
OVER 


New Institution 
Has Been Created 
Because it is Necessary to Save 
Leather

( U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 
With the British Armies in the 
Field, Jan. 20.— ('By M ail)—W hat 
becomes of the millions and millions 
f tiroes worn by the Briirish lArmies. 
Tommy must be reshod every two 
month s. 
England’s shoe bill is millions' 
of 
dollars a month and anything which 
can double the life of a shoe means 
an enormous saving to the Govern­ 
ment. 
Out here there 
is an 
institution 
which comes 
pretty near doubling 
Mr. Boot’s life. 
I 
have just been 
through it. 
Scores of thousands of 
shoes in croker-sacks w’ere being un­ 
loaded (from freight cairs 011 a siding 
and the officer commanding said he 
had to gelt these clear so another lot 
of 2.50,000 more could have the space 
commencing next day. 
For each million 
soldiers in 
the 
British Armies, -say a million pairs of 
shoes are issued about every 
two 
months. Estimating the cost per pair 
at (three dollars, the total would the 
$3,000,000. 
If, instead of «repairing 
these boots, new’ ones w’ere issued, 
this w’ould mean $3,000,000 worth of 
boots every tw’o months for each 1, 
000,000 men. 
The repairs cost con­ 
siderably less than a dollar per pair, 
therefore (the economy realized by the 
shops is over $2,000,000 
each two 
months per million men, or over 
a 
million dollars eveTV 30 days. 
'First the shoes are sorted accord­ 
ing to the three 
sizes in the army, 
cleaned of mud and 
dirt, 
then in­ 
spected to see whether they can be 
mended. 
If not, their tops 
become 
shoe-laces and the remains of their 
carcasses, 
burned 
in 
the 
boiler 
furnaces, help turn the wheels which 
make their cold 
brothers into 
new 
boots. 
Roots successfully by this first in­ 
spection, pass on to others, 'for heels 
soles, steel studs, and 
other -wear 
proofing. 
Finally the boot, with all necessary 
materials, arrives at the machines— 
finequenltly American-made machines 
A sole is nailed 
on 
in about 
five 
seconds, 
the 
nails automatically 
bradding inside. 
The sewfing is done 
about as quickly but nailed soles are 
preferable as w’ater tends to creep in 
past the stitched. 
Now* the lasts are taken out one 
the boots go to the oilers where they 
are waiter-proofed. 
The foot-wear 
are put bodily into vats of a specia 
liquid grease and left fo r about 10 
minutes this work being done by «wo 
men who receive higher w’rtges than 
ordinary work-women on account o 
the unpleasant naJture of their tasks 
The boots are now as good as new 
They are ready »for 
another

months hard w’ear.

thereby. Remarkable as it may seem, 
the widespread familiarity with this 
condition has bred a contempt which 
hide* it> seriousness, yet when thq 
sum total of the ravages committed 
by common cold* i* made, it becomes 
evidp.it that in*tead of being a group 
o f trivial affections, common 
colds 
must l>e classed as seiious diseases.

New Institution Has Been Created 


Because it is Necessary to Save 


Leather

With the 'British Armies in the 


Field, Jan. 20.— ('By Mail)— What 
becomes of the millions and millions 
o'f shoes WOOTI by the British' lArmies. 
Tommy must 'he reshod every two 
months. 


'England's shoe bill is millions' 
<^f 


dollars a. month and anything which 
can double the life of a. shoe means 
an enormous saving to the Govern- 
ment. 


Out here there is -an institution 


which comes pretty near doubling 
Mr. Boot's life. I have just been 
through it. Scores of thousands of 
shoes in croker-sack-s were being un- 
loaded ifrom freight cans on a siding 
and tlie officer commanding said he 
had to gelt: these clear so .another lot 
o'f 250.000 more could have the space 
commencing next day. 


For each million soldiers in the 


•British Armies, «ay a million pairs of 
•shoes are issued about every two 
months. Estimating the cost pen pair 
at Itliree dollars, the total would ibe 
$3,000,000. If, instead of (repairing 
tHiese boots', new ones were issued, 
this would mean $3,000,000 worth of 
boots every two months for each 1,- 
000,000 men. The repairs cost con- 
siderably less than a dollar per pair, 
therefore (the economy realized by the 
shops is' over $2,000,000 each two 
months per million men, or over a 
million dollars every 30 days. 


'First ihe shoes are sorted accord- 


ing to the three sizes in the army, 
cleaned of mud and dirt, then in- 
spedted to see whether they can 
"be 


mended. If act, their -tops become 
shoe-laces and the remains' of their 
carcasses, burned in the boiler- 
furnaces, help turn, the wheels which 
make their cold1 brothers into new 
wots. 


Boots' successfully by this first in- 


spection, pass on to others, ifor 'heels, 
soles, steel studs^ and other wear 
proofing. 


Finally the iboot, with' all necessary 


materials, arrive.? at the machines — 
inequenitly Ameriean-made machines. 
A sole is nailed on in about five 
seconds, the 
nails' automatically 


madding inside. The sewing is done 
about as quickly but nailed soles axe 
)referable as water tends to creep in 
past the stitched. 


Now fbe lasts -are taken out and 


he boots go to the oilers where they 
are waiter-proofed. 
The -foot- wear 


re put bodily into vats of a special 
iquid grease and left 'for about 10 
minutes this work being done by wo- 
men who receive higher wages than 
>rdinary work-women on account of 
ie unpleasant nalture of their tasks.
